ANY watch case that has received a cheap 
A\ washing of gold Is called by some unscru- 
pulous manufacturers, a gold watch. 

Practically the same thing happens in the 
fence business. When a manufacturer gives 
his fence a very thin coating of galvanizing 
and calls his fence "rust-proof," he is just as 
Unscrupulous as the plated-watch-case manu- 
facturer who claims "gold" for his wares. 

As you know, the object of galvanizing is 
to keep air and moisture from getting to the 
wire itself. 

The thicker the coat of galvanizing, the 
longer it will protect the wire against mois- 
ture and consequently against rusting. 

Now bear this in mind; most fences vary 
widely in the amount of galvanizing material 
placed on the wire. 

Let me explain this a little more thor- 
oughly. 

The Ordinary Proces* 

The common practice used in galvanizing 
commercial fence wire is, first to thoroughly 
clean the wire from dirt, scale, etc., with 
diluted acid, The wire is then run, single 
strand, through a vessel of molten zinc, 14 
feet long, at a speed of 80 feet per minute, 
and then through asbestos wipers. 

The object of the wipers is to remove all 
excess zinc and leave the coating smooth. 
The proportion of zinc coating, or galvaniz- 
ing material, to the weight of wire used will 
in some makes, often run as low as 1 to \% 
per cent. That is to say, 20 to 30 pounds of 
zinc (net) used to the ton of wire. This how- 
ever, varies according to the. size of the wire; 
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the smaller the sfee, the more zino is re- 
quired, owing to the increased amount of 
square feet surface to be covered. 

Taking an average size wire, the amount 
of zinc coating put on galvanized wire by 
progressive manufacturers who are anxious 
and willing to better the quality of theh? 
product, will run as high as P/z to A l A per 
cent, or 70 to 90 pounds of zinc to the ton 
of wire. 

The Telephone Wire Process 

A very much heavier coat, in fact, about 
twice as much zinc by weight, can be put on 
wire by the process used in the galvanizing 
of telephone and telegraph wires, which is 
known as the "double galvanizing process.*' 

In this double process the wire is drawn 
very slowly through a vessel of molten zinc, 
14 feet long — the speed being only about 15 
feet per minute, and is not wiped as closely 
as common commercial fence wire. 

From this it will be readily seen that to 
increase the weight and thickness of zinc 
coating on the wire, it is only necessary to 
have the wire remain in the molten zinc 
bath a longer period of time, so as to take 
on more zinc and arrange the wiping process, 
so that the wire is wiped uniformly smooth* 
yet not too close. 

The ''Double Galvanizing Wire' 
Process 

As stated before, the vessel commonly 
known as the "galvanizing pan," which con- 
tains the molten zinc, through which the 
wire passes when being galvanized, is about 
14 feet ■long* which length for a number of 
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years past has been considered standard. In 
order, however, to improve the quality of 
our galvanized wire, we have made these 
pans double the length, or 28 feet long in- 
stead of 14 feet, as formerly used. The wire, 
when being drawn through the longer pan 
at a reduced speed, naturally is immersed 
that much longer and comes into continuous 
contact with double the amount of molten 
zinc, and, of course, takes on and retains just 
that much more weight and thickness of 
zinc coating. 

Some small fence manufacturers who buy 
their wire, and for that reason are not en- 
tirely familiar with its manufacture, may 
tell you that it is impossible to put a heavier 
coat of galvanizing on wire, contending that 
even if it were possible, the zinc would crack 
or peel off the wire when passing through 
the fence weaving machines. We reply to 
the first argument by referring to the U. S. 
Dept. of Agriculture Bulletin No. 239, page 
23, which states that 

What U Si Uovernment Say* 

"A very much better covering and 
perhaps a more durable wire can be 
made by what is known as the double 
galvanizing process. The double 
process does not, as its name implies, 
mean that more than one coating of 
zinc is put on, but only that about 
twice as much zinc by weight, is car- 
ried by the wire." 

To the second argument, we must insist 
the fault lies, first, in the design of their 
fence, and second, in the mechanical con- 
struction of their fence weaving machines and 
not in the thickness or weight of the gal- 
vanizing on the wire. 

This is further borne out by Dr, W. H. 
Walker, of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, who says: 

"The important objection to plac- 
ing a thick coating of zinc upon wire 
used for fencing is that such a coat- 
ing cracks off when running through 
the machines. This objection applies 
only to those wires which are sub- 
jected to very sharp bends or turns." 
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If wire made from the best grade of Basic 
Open-Hearth Steel, low in percentage of Sul- 
phur, Silicon, Phosphorus, Manganese and 
other impurities, is used and properly cleaned 
to remove all scale and dirt, and if the molten 
zinc is not only of the best grade, but kept 
at the right temperature, no difficulty will be 
encountered with cracking or scaling of the 
galvanizing when the wire is being woven, 
provided the weaving machines and the fence 
itself are of a practical design. At any rate, 
our machines have never given us any trouble 
in this way.

After all, regardless of claims, there is one 
sure way to know whether the fence you buy 
will rust itself to pieces in two or three years, 
or last 15 or 20 years, without needing re- 
placements.

« jk FARM fence," says the U. S. Dept. 
/\ of Agriculture Bulletin No. 321, 
"*■ ^* "should combine the two qualities of 
service and economy. To give satisfactory 
service it must be constructed so as to turn 
all kiad9 of stock, and that without injuring 
them. To be economical it must be built as 
cheaply as is consistent with durability. 

"The cost of maintaining a farm fence Is 
determined by five factors: Interest, repairs, 
and depreciation on the fence itself, interest 
on the value of the land rendered unusable, 
and the expense of keeping down weeds. The 
cost of repairs and the annual depreciation depends largely 
on the construction. If a fence is made from a cheap 
grade of material and is cheaply constructed it will need 



frequent repairs and will be short lived. Such a fence will 
have both a high repair and a high depreciation charge, 
which will in most cases more than counterbalance the 
increased investment cost that the erection of a more 
substantial fence would require. If a fence is made of 
good materials and is properly built its repair and de- 
preciation charges should be very low; but if the increased 
cost does not represent a corresponding increase in 
service the investment charge will be so much greater 
that the decrease in repair and depreciation charges will 
not counterbalance it," This is Uncle Sam's advice. 

Nearly every farmer realizes the need for good foun- 
dation material in fencing. It's just like building a house- 
no matter how good the structure may be, if the founda- 
tion isn't solid and substantial the entire building may 
collapse. And, too, it's like building a wagon— no matter 
how good the paint and trimmings may be, if the axles, 
wheels and frame are not made solid and substantial the 
wagon can't stand up.

Any chemist, any scientist, any laboratory, will 
tell you that Basic Open-Hearth wire is practically 
free from all impurities, such as silicon, phos- 
phorus, manganese, sulphur, etc. In exact figures, 
Open-Hearth wire contains less than one-tenth of 
one per cent impurities, which is too small an 
amount even to consider, especially when com- 
pared to Bessemer and Common Open-Hearth 
wire. 

In Farmer's Bulletin No. 239, 
issued by the U. S. Dept. of Agricul- 
ture, we find the following para- 
graphs:

"Without going further into the 
chemistry _ of the subject, this is 
all that is meant by basic open- 
hearth steel, namely, that the pig 
iron is melted in large basin-shaped 
furnaces, in which the carbon is 
burned out by the play of hot 
air over the surface of the molten 
mass, while at the same time the 
acid-forming 1 impurities, such as 
tit . Bhospborus and silicon, are ab- 
sorbed by the basic lining of the furnace." 

Baste Open-Heafth wire is more porous than 
Bessemer, of the Common Open-Hearth wjre.

When I say porous, I mean that to a certain 
degree it absorbs the galvanizing, practically 
uniting with it, making it next to impossible for 
the galvanizing to chip, flake or crack, 

Strong, Springy. Tougb 

Basic Open-Hearth wire is tougher and stronger 
than Common Open-Hearth wire and much more 
durable than Bessemer wire. It can be made 
with sufficient carbon, free from neutralizing 
impurities, to provide ample spring and elasticity 
for fence purposes. Its durability is about equal 
to that of the good old iron wire in use some 
20 or more years ago — in fact, Basic Open-Hearth 
wire is made in about the same way. 

To show you the difference, size for size, be- 
tween the hard, stiff, springy wire used in Brown 
Fence and the soft wire used by many others, 
it is only necessary to state that ordinary No. 9 
soft wire stands a breaking strain of about 1,200 
pounds, whereas the No. 9 wire we use stands a 
breaking strain of 2,400 pounds. 

Mind you, the gauge of the wire is the same 
in both cases, yet one is about twice as strong as 
the otfTer. 

The reasons others use soft wire is because the 
design of their fences makes necessary short, sharp 
bends or crimps in the wire. Tightly winding one 
wire around another several times make the turns 
very short, and nothing but a very soft wire can 
be bent so easily. 
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The One-Piece Cross 
Bar 

Uncle Sam says, in a recent Year 
Book of the Department of Agriculture: 
"Careful observation of a large number 
of fences in different parts of the coun- 
try shows that the vertical or stay wires 
in a fabricated fence almost always be- 
gin to rust before the line or bar wires. 
This is due in part to the fact that the 
cross bars or stay wires in some makes 
of fences are smaller in size than the 
line wires, and consequently carry a 
lighter zinc coating, and in part to the 
fact that the rain water running down 
the vertical wires makes a stronger at- 
tack on the zinc. Therefore, if the 
object is to purchase a fence which will 
last longest, instead of one whose first 
cost is the lowest, it is important to 
select a type in which the stays are as 
large and as heavy as the line wires." 

The cross bars in Brown Fence are 
one solid piece from bottom to top — the 
same size and quality as the line wires. 

Other fences, a good many of them, 
have wrapped cross bars. A short 
length is wrapped around the bottom 
line wire and the next wire above; an- 
other short length is wrapped to the 
second and third line wires, and so on, 
clear to the top — each short length 
separate and independent of the one 
above. That method of construction 
simply produces a series of hinges. If 
a weight were placed in the middle of 
the fence — all the hinges would give, 
and the strain is, therefore, placed on 
the top wire alone. If a hog roots from 
the bottom, again the hinges would give 
and the strain would be placed this 
time on the bottom wire. 

Strain Equally Di* 
tributed 

With the one-piece cross bar, or "stiff 
stay" fence, as it is called, the pressure 
is first felt on the nearest cross bars 
but, as they are not "hinged," they do 
not "give" and the strain is, therefore, 
equally distributed on the entire fence. 
Another important consideration is 
the fact that it is impossible to use 
hard steel wire for cross bars in a 
wrapped stay fence, as hard wire is liable to break 
under the twisting to which wrapped wire fences 
are subjected. 

You know that a hard steel wire lasts longer 
than a soft wire, and as a one-piece cross bar is 
wrapped only at the top and bottom, the chances 
for cracking the galvanizing are minimized. 

Your special attention is called to the fact that 
all cross bars in Brown Fence are exactly the same 
size and quality as the line wires, and not one size 
smaller, as used in some makes of fences. Inves- 




tigate and you will find plenty of those soft, light- 
weight, wrapped stay wire fences in your neighbor- 
hood in use only a very few years with the stay 
wires rusted and broken. 

With our "Stiff Stay Fence" you can save at 
least one-third the posts and labor of setting them, 
besides getting a much more substantial and dur- 
able finished job of fencing, 

The Brown Knot 

The Brown one-piece cross bar is attached to the 
line wires with a circular knot, which absolutely 
prevents slipping, and, as it is not a close wrap, 

permits free circulation 
of air, and consequently 
quick drying after rain. 
Wrapped stays are 
tightly twisted around 
the line wires, retaining 
moisture, and as it is 
impossible to wrap 
them tight enough to 
prevent slipping on the 
tine wires, a little hard 
usage quickly destroys the value of the fence 

In Brown Fence the tie is made of 
material of the same gauge used for the 
lateral and upright wires. Its weight and 
galvanizing are the same. The forma- 
tion of the Brown Knot is such that, 
while it prevents slipping of the wires, it 
provides sufficient play to allow for the 
fence being erected on hilly or uneven 
ground without kinking or bending the 
strand or stay wires; the stay wires 
always remaining in a perpendicular 
position, no matter what the grade. 

The Brown Stiff Stay Fence always goes up 
evenly; equal tension on all strand wires; no 
sagging or loose places. 

Coiled Strand Wir*» 

Wire fence expands in warm weather and con- 
tracts in cold weather. In an ordinary wire fence 
cold weather is apt to break the wires or pull out 
the end posts; warm weather makes the wires sag 
and bag. 

The wire used in the construction of Brown 
Fence is hard, stiff and springy. In order to give 
additional "spring" to this high grade wire, it is 
coiled. Soft wire contains no spring, neither can 
it be made springy by coiling. # Those manufac- 
turers, who use soft galvanized wire in their fences, 
crimp the strand wires by putting in short, sharp 
bends, which by no means provide for expansion 
and contraction necessary in a wire fence. 



The "coil" in Brown Fence takes up the slack in 
warm weather and allows for contraction in cold 
weather. The Brown Fence cannot sag or break- 
it always returns to its original position just as 
any spring does. pAQE u

How to Figure Amount J Roofing Needed 



T^ACH roll of roofing covers 100 square feet of roof. We make allowance 
-*— ' for lapping, by putting 108 square feet in each roll. Inside each roll will 
be found necessary cement and J4 inch nails. 

Where roofing is to be laid over old shingles, V/i inch nails are required 
and an additional charge of 10 cents per roll is made for these long nails.

To find number of rolls of roofing re- 
quired to cover a shed roof as in Fig. 1, 
multiply the length of the roof by the 
length of the rafters. This will give 
you the number of square feet to be 
covered. Divide the number of square 
feet by 100, which will give you the 
number of rolls required. 



To find number of rolls of roofing re- 
quired for a building having a plain 
roof as shown in Fig. 2, multiply the 
length of roof by length of rafters on 
one side. Multiply by 2, which gives 
you the number of square feet of both 
sides. Divide total number of square 
feet by 100, which will give you the 
number of rolls required*

To find the number of rolls of roofing required 
for a building having a hip roof as shown in 
Fig. 3 , multiply length of one side by the length 
of the center or longest rafter. Divide by two, 
which will give you the number of square feet 
of one side, multiply by the number of sides 
you want to cover to get total number of 
square feet. Divide total number of square 
feet by 100, which will give you the number of 
rolls required. It is a good plan when figuring 
your roofing requirements to allow a little 
extra, because it's better to have a little left 
over than not to have enough. You will always 
find many uses for a few feet that you may 
have left over-
